There has been a heavy de 
cline in customs revenue, excise dut 
ies and sales tax—only the income 
there can be no proportionate reduc- 
tions in expend‘tures ,with higher 
expenditures for soldiers’ pensions 
and the gmergent provision of $20,000 
000 for umemptioyment relief.

For the reguilar sessions the Prime 
Minister has promised an extensive 
and thorough revision of the customs 
schedules, and this task has been re 
ceiving thé attention of his assistants 
during Mr Bennett's absence in Lon 
don.

The human body possesses the power 
or the capacity to develop substances 
which enable it to resist disease 
germs. It is not always successful, 
however, in bringing this power and 
capacity inito action, since we find 
that cases and deaths still occur as 
the result of the invasion of the body 
by disease germs. 

In the struggle between body and 
germs, there aire certain conditions 
which play a part in determining 
what the result of the struggic is to 
be. The germ is the definite or speci- 
fic cause, and the disease can only 
occur in its presence. The contribut- 
ing factors are of importance as they 
often determine whether the victory 
shall go to the body or to tihe germs. 

A sound healthy skin is the most 
effective barrier against germs which 
seek to invade the body. It is ques- 
tionable if amy gorm can pass thiro- 
ugh the unbroken skin, although it, 
does appear as if one germ, staphyl- 
ococcus, docs sometimes pass down 
a hair follicle and produce a bois on 
carbuncle. A predisposing factor to 
infection is the broken skin, even 
though the break be a minute one, 
which permits the entrance of germs 
Such a condition should be guarded 
against.

Hunger and thirst reduce the capac, 
ity of resistance of the body. Proper

Extremes of temperature reduce 
the ability to resist infection. The 
ary, hot rooms of over-hieatied homes 
and offices ane a reason for the pre- 
valence of colds, influenza and 
monia during the winter months. 
Proper heating and ventilation help 
to keep the body fit, and contribute 
to the mainitenance of health. 

Excessive and prolonged fatigue is 
a predisposing factor to disease. Con 
verselty, sufficient rest and sleep, at 
reguiar hours, are factors that tend 
to keep us welll. 

In addition to avoiding disease 
germs which are spread through 
waiter and food or by contact with, 
cases, and by having ourselves pro- 
tected by means of vaccination and 
immunization, we should further as- 
sist our bodies to remain healthy by: 
keeping our skin unbroken, and if a 
break does occur, by preventing the 
entrance of infection. We shiould a-

No matter how much candy you 
purchase Christmas never seems to 
be Christmas unless there a:e at 
least a few home-made candies on 
the living room table. The sugar in 
these candies is an excellent energy

Fruit Kisses 
1 egg white 
cup confectioners sugar 
cup almonds, chopped 
cup dates, pitited and chcpped 
teaspoon vanilla 
Few grains salt 

Shell the almonds. Plunge into 
boiling water. Rub off skins. Chop. 
Pit the dates. Chop. 

Beat the egg white until stiff, Add 
sugar gradually while continuing the 
beating. Add salt and vanilla. Fold in 
almonds and dates. Drop from the tip 
of a teaspoon on a well buttered bak 
ing pan. Bake in a slow oven about 
thirty minutes. Cool for a few mo- 
ments before removing from pan 
with a spatula. 

Date and Nut Rolj 
1 1-2 cups sugar 
1-2 cup thin cream 
1 cup dates 
3-4 cup nut meats, chopped 

Cook sugar and cream _ together 
until a little dropped in cold water 
forms a soft ball. (238 degrees F.) 
Add the chopped dates and cook two 
or three minutes more (242 degrees 
F.) Remove from fire. Beat until 
candy begins to thicken, Add nut 
meats. Continue beating untiy candy 
is firm enough to make into a roll 
about one and onc-half inches across 
Wrap in a wet cloth and leave until 
cald.
